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DETAILED ACTION 

This communication is in response to after final amendment received on 
03/05/09. 

Claims 4, 7 and 20 - 21 are presented for examination. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 4, 7 and 20 - 21 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
As to claims 4 and 20, the prior art fails to show a non-contact position sensor 
comprising a first gap continuing into the opposed walls; a magnetically-sensitive sensor 
arranged in the first gap to detect a position of the slider corresponding to a percentage 
of the magnet entering the area; and an assist statorfor preventing magnetic flux, which 
is generated in a part of the magnet that does not enter the area, from leaking out to the 
main stator, wherein the assist stator has a second pair of opposed walls corresponding 
to front and back faces of the part of the magnet that does not enter the area and 
transverse walls extending from the second pair of opposed walls which are separated 
from each other through a second gap formed between the transverse walls, wherein 
the first and second gaps are formed uniformly along a moving direction of the slider, 
respectively. These features taken together with the other limitations of the claim 
renders the claims allowable over prior art. 
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As to claims 7 and 21 , the prior art fails to show a non-contact position sensor 
comprising an assist stator consisting of a magnetic body having a second pair of 
opposed walls forming a second area which allows the slider to move while keeping a 
predetermined clearance and transverse walls extending from the second pair of 
opposed walls which are separated from each other through a second gap formed 
between the transverse walls, wherein there is a third gap between the assist stator and 
the main stator; and a magnetically-sensitive sensor arranged in the first gap to detect a 
position of the slider corresponding to a percentage of the magnet entering the first 
area, wherein the first and third gaps are formed uniformly along a moving direction of 
the slider, respectively. These features taken together with the other limitations of the 
claim renders the claims allowable over prior art.
